Fight for Fallujah Rages 


Mosque compound bombed 
as Marines battle insurgents 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I U.S. Marines battled for con- 
trol of this Sunni Muslim city Wednesday, call- 
ing in airstrikes against a mosque compound 
where witnesses said dozens were killed in six 
hours of fighting. Meanwhile, an anti-U.S. 
uprising led by a radical Shiite cleric raged 
for the fourth day in southern cities. 

The mosque was hit by U.S. aircraft that 
launched a Hellfire missile at its minaret and 
dropped a 500 -pound bomb on a wall sur- 
rounding the compound. 

The U.S. military said insurgents were 
using the mosque for a military fire base. 


Iraqi witnesses estimated 40 people were 
killed as they gathered for afternoon 
prayers. U.S. officials said no civilians died 
and American commanders gave conflict- 
ing reports of insurgent casualties. 

The heavy fighting against the Sunni insur- 
gency coincided again Wednesday with attacks 
on coalition forces in southern Iraq led by mili- 
tiamen loyal to anti-American cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr. For the first time Wednesday, Shiite 
militiamen battled Americans in the central 
city of Baqouba. 

Since Sunday, 35 Americans, two other 
coalition soldiers and more than 230 Iraqis 
have been killed, not including those killed 
at the mosque, bassem mroue (ap)

WAS H I N GTO N I Condolcczza Rice will provide a 
detailed account of the Bush administration’s 
anti-terror actions before the 2001 attacks but 
won’t offer a blow-by-blow rebuttal to former 
counterterror adviser Richard Clarke when 
she goes before the Sept. 11 commission. 

Sean McCormack, spokesman for the 
National Security Council, said Rice planned 
a 20 -minute opening statement to the bipar- 
tisan commission Thursday that will seek to 
make clear that the administration worked 
strenuously to protect 
America’s interests. 

Rice is not expected to 
offer an apology to Sept. 11 
victims, as Clarke did dur- 
ing his testimony. And she 
won’t seek to specifically 
counter his charges that 
the administration, and 
Rice in particular, did not consider al Qaeda 
an urgent priority before the attacks. 

Rice’s sworn, televised testimony before 
a national audience could have significant 
implications for President Bush’s re-election 
campaign, which relies to a great extent on 
his national security credentials. 

Commissioners plan to ask Rice pointed 
questions about what Clinton administration 
officials told her about terrorism. 

Clarke says he gave Rice warnings in 
January 2001 but was repeatedly put off.

Bloody battles conjure 
‘echoes of Vietnam,’

WASHINGTON I Comparisons to 
Vietnam filled the debate on 
Capitol Hill Wednesday as lawmak- 
ers watched the rising violence in 
Iraq and talked of the prospect of 
sending more U.S. troops. 

Sen. Robert Byrd, D-W.Va., 
the Senate’s senior member and a 
fierce critic of the war, said he heard 
“echoes of Vietnam” in the talk of 
increasing U.S. forces in Iraq.

Murder charge dropped 
against mother accused 
of refusing surgery 

SALT LAKE CITY | A woman charged 
with murder for allegedly delaying 
a Caesarean section that could have 
saved one of her twins pleaded guilty 
Wednesday to child endangerment 
in a deal with prosecutors. 

Prosecutors said they will ask for 
no more than five years in prison for 
Melissa Ann Rowland, 28. They said 
they dropped the murder charge 
based on her “mental health history.” 

“We felt this was a reasonable 
and just result,” District Attorney 


David Yocom said. Sentencing was 
set for April 29. 

Rowland has said she never 
intended to kill her baby and was 
not informed she needed immediate 
surgery to save the babies’ lives. She 
disputed allegations she was wor- 
ried about a scar from the surgery, 
saying she delivered two previous 
children through C- sections. 

In court Wednesday, she admit- 
ted using cocaine in the weeks 
before she finally underwent the 
C-section that produced a still- 
born boy. The second child, a girl 
who survived and has been adopt- 
ed, had cocaine and alcohol in her 
system.

Fight against Shiite 
militia draws coalition 
forces onto battlefield 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I Iraq’s Shiite 
Muslim uprising is transforming 
America’s coalition partners from 
peacekeepers into warriors — a 
role few of them wanted or were 
equipped to handle. 

For months, most of the 24,000 
soldiers from nearly 40 U.S. partner 
countries had faced relatively little 
danger compared with beleaguered 
American units facing daily attacks. 

Coalition governments could tell 
their nervous publics that the troops 
were in Iraq on humanitarian mis- 
sions — repairing roads, digging 
wells and providing security. 

All that changed last weekend 
when followers of radical Shiite cler- 
ic Muqtada al-Sadr rose up after 
the arrest of an aide accused in the 
slaying of a rival cleric. 

Soldiers from Spain, Ukraine, 
Italy, Poland and Britain came 
under fierce attack by Shiite militias 
in central and southern Iraq. The 
effects have been devastating. 

On Wednesday, Ukrainian 
troops abandoned the strategic 
town of Kut after mortar and infan- 
try attacks by al- Sadr’s militia, the 
al-Mahdi Army. One Ukrainian sol- 
dier was killed in the fighting, the 
first combat fatality for Ukraine’s 
1,650 -member contingent. 

Elsewhere, the Spanish mili- 
tary watched as al- Sadr’s gunmen 
seized control of the holy Shiite city 


of Najaf, including police stations. 
Spanish officials have turned to 
local leaders to see if they can nego- 
tiate an end to the takeover. 

And Italian troops battled Shiite 
gunmen this week for control of 
bridges across the Euphrates River 
in Nasiriyah. Fifteen Iraqis were 
killed and 12 Italians were slightly 
wounded, Italian authorities said. 

Some political leaders fear 
domestic support for the Iraq mis- 
sion will collapse if the unrest can- 
not be curbed, robert h. reid (ap) 


Fiery Shiite Cleric 
Says Iraq Could Be 
‘Another Vietnam’ 

BAGHDAD | Muqtada al-Sadr, the 
firebrand anti-U.S. Shiite Muslim 
cleric, warned the United States on 
Wednesday that Iraq would become 
another Vietnam-like conflict if 
Washington did not transfer power 
to “honest Iraqis.” 

The cleric — whose militia has 
battled coalition and Iraqi security 
forces across the country for days 
— accused members of the U.S.- 


appointed Iraqi Governing Council 
of being “collaborators” who “do not 
represent the Iraqi people.” 

“I call upon the American peo- 
ple to stand beside their brethren, 
the Iraqi people, who are suffer- 
ing an injustice by your rulers and 
the occupying army, to help them 
in the transfer of power to honest 
Iraqis,” al-Sadr said in a statement. 
“Otherwise, Iraq will be another 
Vietnam for America.” 

The United States plans to 
transfer sovereignty on June 30 to 
Iraqis. Members of the Governing 
Council are expected to have promi- 
nent roles. (AP)

HAMBURG, GERMANY | Less than 
21/2 years into a 15 -year sentence, 
the only Sept. 11 suspect ever con- 
victed walked out of jail Wednesday 
after judges ruled the evidence 
against him was too weak to hold 
him pending a retrial. 

Mounir el Motassadeq, whose 
conviction on charges of aiding the 
Sept. 11 plotters was overturned last 
month, has been behind bars since 
his November 2001 arrest. 

An appeals court in February 


threw out el Motassadeq’s convic- 
tion and ordered a retrial starting 
June 16. 

It said he was 
denied a fair trial 
because the United 
States would not 
grant his lawyers 
access to his friend 
Ramzi Binalshibh 
— a Yemeni who 
was captured in Pakistan and is 
now in American custody. 


Binalshibh is believed to have 
been the Hamburg cell’s main con- 
tact with al Qaeda, and defense 
lawyers say he might testify that 
el Motassadeq was not involved. 

On Wednesday, the judges said 
evidence for the main charges 
against el Motassadeq — more 
than 3,000 counts of accessory to 
murder — was no longer “urgent.” 
El Motassadeq was ordered to stay 
in Hamburg and report to police

Rwandans Bury 
Their Dead, Still 


On 10th anniversary 
of genocide, hundreds 
are finally laid to rest 

KIGALI, RWANDA I Survivors of the 
1994 genocide in Rwanda gath- 
ered on a hillside Wednesday to 
bury the remains of hundreds of 
victims recovered from pit-latrines 
and mass graves to mark the 10th 
anniversary of the government- 
orchestrated slaughter that left 
more than 500,000 people dead. 

The burial marks the begin- 
ning of a week of mourning for the 
Tutsis and moderates from the Hutu 
majority who were killed during the 
100 -day slaughter that tore apart 
this small central African nation. 

President Paul Kagame — whose 
rebel force ended the genocide by 
ousting the extremist government — 
laid a wreath on the last of 20 com- 
munal coffins before it was lowered 
into the grave. He then lit a flame 
that will bum for 100 days at the new 


Kigali National Memorial Center. 

In Geneva, U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan called on the 
world to stay alert for warning signs 
to prevent another massacre. 

“We must all acknowledge our 
responsibility for not having done 
more to prevent or stop the geno- 
cide,” Annan said. 

The international communi- 
ty’s failure to stop the slaughter is 
a source of embarrassment and pain 
for Annan, who was then head of 
U.N. peacekeeping. Both Annan and 
former President Clinton have apol- 
ogized for failing to intervene, (ap)

The Sky Exploded 

KIGALI, RWANDA I Hours after 
President Juvenal Habyarimana’s 
plane was mysteriously shot down, 
the genocide began. 

On the evening of April 6, 1994, 
Habyarimana — a member of the 
Hutu majority — and nine other 


passengers were approaching 
Kigali’s airport when their aircraft 
exploded into a ball of flames. 

Within hours, Hutu extremists 
began targeting Tutsis and mod- 
erate Hutus — people viewed as 
opponents of Habyarimana. 


Members of the presidential 
guard attacked a U.N. compound 
where the moderate prime minister 
had taken shelter. She was dragged 
out and killed, as were 10 Belgian 
U.N. troops guarding her. 

There were about 2,500 U.N. 


troops in Kigali. They did little 
to halt the killing. And on April 
21, as the killing raged, the U.N. 
Security Council passed a resolu- 
tion to reduce the U.N. force to a 
skeleton staff of 270 troops. 

By the time the slaughter ended, 
more than 500,000 people had been

RICHMOND, VA. | A House panel 
revived a Republican bill Wednesday 
that would boost sales taxes by one- 
half cent and would generate near- 
ly $1 billion in new revenue just as 
efforts to draft a new two-year 
budget appeared on the verge of 
collapse. 

Without debate, the tax-writing 
House Finance Committee voted 
10-8 to advance the measure, which 
also increases taxes on cigarettes 
and recording real estate deeds, to 
an uncertain vote in the full House 
of Delegates. 

The House later recessed until 
next week, waiting to see whether 
Gov. Mark R. Warner will use the 


long Easter weekend to show stronger 
support for the compromise effort. 

Without that. House Speaker 
William J. Howell said, the GOP 
support necessary to pass the mea- 
sure in the House will probably 
evaporate by the time the first floor 
vote is scheduled on Monday. 

The Democratic governor, in a 
one-paragraph statement, called the 
measure a “breakthrough” that “will 
lead to a meaningful compromise,” 
but stopped short of endorsing it or 
indicating he would sign it. 

Warner declined to take a stronger 
position in remarks to reporters. 

“I don’t believe it’s going to be the 
final product,” he said. “There’s a 
recognition that the Senate is 
going to come back with modi- 
fications and changes. That’s the 
nature of the legislative process.”

WASHINGTON I The District of 
Columbia’s Water and Sewer 
Authority “tried to hide extraor- 
dinarily high levels of lead” in the 
water and put children and preg- 
nant women at risk, a mother tes- 
tified Wednesday before a Senate 
subcommittee. 

Infants and toddlers squalled 
in the background 
as mothers and 
soon-to-be moth- 
ers packed the 
Senate subcom- 
mittee on fisher- 
ies, wildlife and 
water hearing on 
the District’s struggle with lead- 
contaminated water. 

“Parents are angry and full of 
anxiety because we don’t know what 
the long-term implications of lead 
poisoning in our water will have on 
our children,” Gloria Borland told 
the panel. 


Borland said her little girl has 
blood lead levels twice the national 
average. She said the lead problem is 
so big, the cost of repair so high and 
the water agency so dysfunctional, 
that the only answer is to put WASA 
under federal leadership. 

Ofhcialsfrom the Environmental 
Protection Agency, Army Corps of 
Engineers, WASA and the District 
Health Department also testified 
at the hearing. 

Committee member Sen. James 
Jeffords, I-Vt., said he would soon 
introduce legislation to “overhaul” 
how officials respond to elevated 
water lead levels. He said he will 
propose more spending to fix aging 
water infrastructure across the 
country to keep other cities from 
experiencing similar problems.

A Hoops Empire 

NCAA championships 
follow the arrival of 
coaches, new stadium 

COLLEGE BASKETBALL I Thirtyyears 
ago, the University of Connecticut 
basketball program was a sorry 
sight. 

The games were played in a dilapi- 
dated fieldhouse with aleal^roof and 
fewfans in the stands, and the Huskies 
received scant media coverage. 

Today, UConn. is nothing short 
of a college basketball dynasty. The 
men’s and women’s teams both won 
NCAA titles this week, an unprec- 
edented feat. The women have won 
five of the last 10 national titles, and 
the men have claimed two champi- 
onships since 1999. 

The two people behind UConn.’s 
transformation from obscurity to 
basketball superpower are coaches 
Jim Calhoun and Geno Auriemma, 
fierce competitors who helped bring 
success on the court. 

In 1990, state and private fund- 
ing combined to help both programs 
move out of the 4,500 -seat, creaky 
fieldhouse to the 10,000 -seat Gampel 
Pavilion, now consistently sold out. 

At about the same time, both teams

OUT&ABOUTI From unseen elec- 
trons to immeasurable galaxies, 
everything revolves. Seasons cycle, 
the clock hands go around. Birth 
and death and new birth. All life 
revolves. Even laundry. 

Laundry isn’t as poetic is the bil- 
lowing skirts of the Konya Whirling 
Dervishes, who visit Washington 
this Saturday. Their spiritual cer- 
emony takes the form of a nonstop 
choreography of spinning bodies, 
colors and music. 

They are SuRs, followers of the 
mystical Islamic poet Rumi, a 13th- 
century Turkish scholar, scientist and 
mystic. His verse explored the quest 
to lose oneself and so find truth. 
Reports suggest that’s just what hap- 
pens to audiences entranced by the 
dervishes. (For the less enlightened, 
though, it seems a fine line between 
ecstacy and nausea.) 

The dervishes’ goal is to con- 
stantly whirl in counterpoint to 
nature as testimony to God’s wisdom. 


The ceremonial movement calls on 
the dancers’ threefold components: 
mind, heart and body. The dance 
represents the believer’s spiraling 
ascent toward spiritual perfection. 
Arms raised, his right hand is up to 


receive the blessings rained down 
from God; his left hand is down to 
transmit them to earth. 

It’s clear these dancers have faith, 
because God only knows how they 
don’t accidentally transmit them- 


selves to earth while looking at the

A theater ensemble 
turns the Victorian 
ghost story inside out 

S TAG E I Elevator Repair Service does 
not repair elevators any more than 
Monty Python’s Flying Circus barn- 
storms fairgrounds. The New York- 
based theater ensemble makes the- 
ater. Odd, smart, funny theater. 

“Room Tone,” the title of ERS’s 
current show, refers to the ambient 
frequencies in a room that sound 
designers record as background 
filler for movie soundtracks. It’s a 
ghostly presence registered by the 
deepest levels of your mind. 

The show takes its cues from 
novelist Henry James’s spooky 
tale “The Turn of the Screw” crossed 
with “The Varieties of Religious 
Experience,” a study by James’s 
psychologist brother William. 

Ghostly weirdness abounds. An 
odd, obsessively lovelorn man seeks 
a governess to mind his young niece 


and nephew. Under no circumstanc- 
es should she contact him about any 
mysterious occurrences. 

It’s “The Shining” as experi- 
mental theater. But ERS per- 
formers indict the audience as co- 
conspirators in their creepy, funny 
experience. 

These downtowners have pur- 
sued a 12-year mission to mess 
with audiences. Their tools include 
slapstick, obscure historical events, 
stuff they find on the street, famous 
books and a singular style of move- 
ment. They’re in the underground 
resistance of the culture wars, find- 
ing a refreshing realness in the arti- 
fice of theater. No stars, no ads, no 
glass screen. They like it awkward, 
unsexy, impolite, hilarious. They 
thrive on a challenge. 

If, in the same moment, you 
both laugh and think, they win.

Lyon Opera Ballet 
gives movement 
to objects and ideas 

DANCE I When most people think 
“ballet,” they think fragile swans, 
heroic men in tights hoisting girls in 
tutus, cheery rouged villagers cele- 
brating the young prince’s wedding 
with vigorous folk dances. 

Lyon Opera Ballet doesn’t need 
no stinking swans. 

As Washingtonians discov- 
ered two years ago when the 
eccentric French troupe brought 
its showpiece, Maguy Marin’s 
“Cendrillon,” to the Eisenhower 
Theater, Lyon toys with theatri- 
cal elements beyond mere music 
and dance — including masks, 
obscure pantomime interludes 
and eerie silence. Artistic director 
Yorgos Loukos is not afraid of the 
new, to say the least, and the usu- 
ally traditional local culture -vul- 
ture crowd ate it up. 

Now Loukos brings choreogra- 
pher Philippe Decoufle’s “Tricodex” 
to the Kennedy Center, and if you 
thought that “Cendrillon’s” hero- 
ine in a creepy baby mask mincing 
about the stage to recorded whines 
and breaths was weird, wait until 
you get a load of the dancing veg- 
etables. 


Inspired by the book “Codex 
Seraphinianus” by Italian artist and 
naturalist Luigi Serafini, “Tricodex” 
incorporates video projection, 
extreme athletics, mime, acrobat- 
ics and extravagant costumes and 
is set to music by contemporary 
composers Sebastien Libolt and 
Hugues de Courson. 

It’s a work of the imagination 
that pays tribute to the bound- 


lessness of imagination. This eve- 
ning-length work forgoes a cen- 
tral narrative in favor of a series of 
atmospheric interludes, bouncing 
from one fanciful divertissement to 
another — now balletic, now car- 
toonish, with elements of circus 
spectacle and plenty of (literally) 
high flying. 

Everything represented through 
movement, from the sea to insects. 


tells its own miniature story. If 
Serafini’s tongue-in-cheek “Codex” 
sought to imbue everything from 
hairstyles to machines with a soul, 
then Loukos’s “Tricodex” brings 
those souls to vibrant, humorous

What’s the worst case scenario in 
Iraq and how close are we to it? I’m 
terrified reading the latest reports 
of Iran and Hezbollah support- 
ing Shiite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr. 
What are the chances of a Muslim 
uprising against coalition forces in 
the Middle East? 

Looks like this is not going away 
anytime soon and that intelligence 
and the military grossly underesti- 
mated if not Sadr’s capability than 
the following he could elicit. Don’t 
think you’ll see it spread to other 
Middle Eastern countries, though. 

What are the odds that there could 
be a civil war in Iraq between the 
rival factions? 

That’s certainly possible, but the 
odd wrinkle in what we’re seeing now 
is the cooperation between Sunni 
and Shiite. Probably that’s tactical, 
short-term. They are all vying to 
occupy the political vacuum. 

The idea of a June 30 deadline 
for the transfer of power in Iraq 
is troubling, considering recent 
events. Are there any conditions 
under which the Bush administra- 
tion would extend that time frame? 

Really, anything is possible at 
this point, including an extension. 
Perhaps the more likely option is 
that they have a symbolic turnover, 
with the United States still in charge 
of most things. 

As a 20-year-old male college stu- 
dent, I’m very concerned about 
the draft being reinstated to make 
troop rotation easier. 

I don’t think you have to worry 
about a draft. That’s the last thing 
any presidential candidate in office 
would want to do before an elec- 
tion.
